WASHINGTON, April i3.— Evri- 
dence is in the hands of tho depart- 
ment of justice that help is being 
sent from Canada for the strikers 
participating in the unauthorized 
railroad strike, according to Assistant 
Attorncy-General Garvan, in a statec- 
ment mado today. Mr. Garvan did 
not know the extent of the aid. 
Labor leadors of the I.W.W. type, ho 
said, had been traced from Cana- 
dian boundary cities to various 
trouble centres here, Their principal 
efforts seemed to be to break the 
ranks of loyal shop workers, reports 
at the department said. Officials ad- 
mitted tonight that they saw signs of 
an attempt to expand the railroad 
strik6 into “one phase of a world 
revolution,” 

Reports from field agents of, the 
department were not as yet complete 
enough to permit determination of 
the government's course in dealing 
svith the situation. Attorney-General 
Palmer said no announcement as to 
the government's plans was to be ex- 
pected before tomorrow at the earli- 
est. President Wilson today issued a 


call for, his cabinet to mect tomor- | 


row morning. 

The Mrike situation was under- 
stood to have prompted the call for 
tho meeting. In some quarters it was 
thought that an announcement of the 
government's course would follow 
the mecting.

LONDON, April 14.-—Decision to

MANIFESTO ISSUED BY 
TRADES UNION CONGRESS, 

DUBLIN, April 13.—( Associated 
Press.)—The strike which began to- 
day in Ireland, except in Ulster, in 
sympathy with the*political prisoners 
here and elsewhere was a general one: 

At first it was intended as a one- 
day demonstration, but a manifesto 
issued today by the trades union con- 
gress and the labor party calle for its 
continhance indefinitely, 

The manifesto exhorta all citizens to 
assist in preserving perfect order. It 
says the etrike is a solemn protest gn 
which the lives of men are dependent 
and that no occasion should be given 
the military for an autbreak of viol- 
ence. 

The strike could not have been more 
complete; All kinds of business waa 
suspended. The banks and the stock 
exchange here which managed to 
Keep on, during the antt-conscrip- 
tion. ati , were compelled to close, 
Even the offices of the government de- 
partments-found it impossible to carry 
on their work. 

Crowds of visitors who came to Dub- 
lin for the Punchestown races, were 
compelled to make their own beds and 
marooned in hotels where they were 
cooking their own meals, 

Up to a late hour this evening no 

disorders anywhere had been, report- 
ed, Thousands of persons in Dublin 
still were carrying on demonstrations 
outaide the Mount Joy prison.

RACETRACKS 
IS PERMITTED 


Ontario Government Fixes Tax 
Estimated to ‘Yield $750,000 
This Year 


TORONTO, Aprit 138.—Announce- 
ment of the placing of a tax, estimated 
to yleld $750,000 this year, on the race- 
| tracks of the province was the feature 
of the budget speech delivered in the 
legislature today by Hon. Peter Smith, 
provincial treasurer. 

‘Some people have felt that the gov- 
ernment should not allow gambling on 
racetracks,” said the treasurer. 

“But, for certain reasons, we are 
going to allow it to go on this year, 
and we are going to charge the half- 
mile tracks $6,000 a day, and the mile 
tracks $10,000 a day.” 

Succession Duties increased. 

Increases in, succession duties and 
corporation taxes will also swell tne 
revenue of the province, Hon. Mr. 
Smith stated, withoyt outlining the 
extent of the increase. 

“The. government has cut capital 
expenditures wherever possible,” the 
provincial treasurer declared. “We 
cannot reduce much on public in- 
stitutions or on education. If any- 
thing, we should increase on the lat- 
ter.” 

Hon. Mr. Smith expressed regret 
that the late government had done 
away with the one-mill war tax, de- 
claring that continuance of the tax 
would have: been justifiable, and would 
haye helped to meet the requirement 
of re-establishment. 

Public Accounts Deficit. 

With reference to the deficit of $1,- 
664,000 shown in the public accounts 
for 1919, he stated that had he fol- 
lowed the bookkeeping of Hon. T. W. 
MoGarry, former provincial treasurer, 
this would have been shown as a de- 
ficit of only $632,813. He had, how- 
}ever, introduced certain changes in 
the system and had credited to “capital 
revenue” a portion of the receipts 
from the department of lands and 
forests, as well as other moneys which 
in former years were classed as 
“ordinary revenue.” 

Tracks Will Bo Able To Pay. 

TORONTO, April 13.—The tax per 
day of $6,000 on half-mile and $10,- 
000 on mile tracks announced by Hon.

Strike Brings Movement of Non- 
Perishable Freight Virtually 
to Standstill 


BREAK I8 NEAR? 


Railroad Officials Are Optimistio 
That ‘‘Mob Movement’’ Will 
Soon Come to End

NEW YORK, Aprit 18.— Although 
tanks of the rebellious railroad strik- 
ers were strengthened substantially 
by further walk-outs here today, rail- 
ro officials, listening to a clamour 
of Wolunteer strike ‘breakers, ipro- 
fesed optimism tonight that @ break 
in the “mob movement” was near, 

The @eneral managers’ organization 
of the railways interpreted the indig- 
nation meeting of commuters and the 
offers of assistance to man trains 
with civilians as ‘a spontaneous 
movement to put a prompt end to 
this nation-wide illegal strike.” 

The mayor of Englewood, however, 
announced from the cab of an engine 
he had volunteered to drive that the 
“oltizens’ movement was without ¢a- 
voritism to either side." 

The situation here tonight appeared 
to be os follows: 

Some food trains had arrived, but 
there was still a possibility of food 
shortage. Prices of some commodi- 
ties had gone up, and department of 
justice agents were investigating with 
a view to preventing profiteering. The 
movement of non-per.shable freight 
was virtually at a standstill. 


Striking railroad men of Greater 
New York, meeting in Jersey City 
tonight, unanimously refused to re- 
turn to work after hearing the report 
of their executive. committee which 
had conferred during the day with 
mayor Hague of Jersey City and rep- 
tresentatives of the “big four’ rail- 
road brotherhoods. 


Gencral Improvement in Strike 
Conditions 

CHICAGO, April 13.—Reports from 
rail centres jn central and far western 
states tonight indicated a general im- 
provement in strike conditions. Al- 
though leaders of the insurgentl 
switchmen and yardmen strenuously 
denied that serious defections had oc- 
curred in their ranks, railroad heads 
and officials of the brotherhoods who 
are fighting the walk-outs declared 
the strike in western territory was 
gradually dying out. 

Strikers in a helf-dozen cities re- 
turned to work today. MRallroadmen 
at other points voted not tu join the 
walk-out, and embargoes were lifted 
‘by several railroads. In the Chicago 
terminal distslet- operations »were vir- 
tually normal, Livestock receipts to- 
day were 236 cars, including 4,000 
cattle, 3,000 hogs and 7,000 eheep. 
Ten thousand packing house workers 
returned to work today. 

At Ludington, Mich.gan, 26 switch- 
men in the Pere Marquete railroad 
yards reported for duty today, and it 
was expected that the fleet of ferries 
would cesume service, Striking 
switchmen at Hannibal, Mo,, returned 
to work today, and al] railroadmen 
who joined ahe walk-out at Bloom- 
ington, decided to end the strike to- 
morow, 

Improvement in the strike situa- 
tion in northern and central Califor- 
nia and in Oregon was announced to- 
day by the railroads, At Spokane 70 
employees of the Great Northern re- 
|}mained out Because of a lack of 
freight cars to move coal, 4,000 minere 
in Carbon county, Utah, were forced 
out of employment today. The mines 
will not be operated until the strike 
ig ended. 

The government intervened to pro- 
cure supplies for disabled soldiers in 
the government ‘hospital at Fort Pas- 
time Park. 

At Detroit railroad strikers stood 
their ground, while company officials 
reiterated their determination not to 
deal with the outlaw union and 
looked to the railway wage board as 
the only medium through which a 
settlement might be reached. 

Meanwhile the city’s ranks of un- 
employed were swelled to nearly 
100,000, and more men, it wae stated, 
would be rendered jobless tomorrow. 


RAILWAY STRIKE IS 
AVERTED IN LONDON; 
INCREASE GRANTE 


Advances Declared Commensu- 
rate to Rise in Cost of Living 
—Retroactive to Nov. 1

Will Never Enter the 
League of Nations Till Its 
Principles Changed 


That the United States would never 
become a signatory to the league of 
nations until the principles of the 
leagnue were changed was the 
thought that Professor J. F. Coar, of 
the Univers'ty of Alberta left with a 
large number of Canadian Club mem- 
bers when he addressed them In the 
Macdonald at noon Tuesday on “The 
United States and the League. of 
Nations.” 


Following up an Interesting outline 
of what the speaker termed super- 
ficial explanations and essential caus- 
es for the present Amer can attitude, 
Dr. Coar declared that to America ts 
the league of nations appeared as a 
step beyond nationalism, » with 
feeling to them that other peoples of 
other nations who had already be- 
come a party to the covenant had 


‘\taken the gtep without serious intent. 


The United States, the speaker said, 
was not going to let go what ‘t had 
accomplished in a nationa! way, until 
its people were absolutely sure that 
the idea as embodied in the league of 
nations would balance with tue dea 
At the present time Amer cais were 
of the thought that the leagye ot 
nationg was nothing more than 24 9! 1 
fashioned alliance on a bigger sale 
and an alliance already entered nto 
by Britian and France, aud other al- 
lied nations with the knowledge that 
if brought to a pinch they woald mot 
be able to keep ite conditions. 

Americans knew from past ¢X- 
perience and training that the «tev “ft 
allying themselves with other putions 
according to the terms laid dows, wis 
a very serious one, and the fait that 


other countr’es had entered Inty it 
with what they thought such title 
consideration was In itself a reason 


why Americans were showing hesi- 


tancy, 

Superficial explanations why Ame.- 
fea had not sgned the league were 
given by the speaker as partisan poli- 
tics, personal resentment on the part 
of some toward European nations, 
hyphen propaganda, European dis- 
cord and parochia! patriotism. 

America must of necessity go slow, 
the speaker asserted, and her people 
had got to be shown where ‘thelr 
entry into the league would be in ac- 
cordance with the first ideas laid 
down. :

Misa McVay, is @ young lady, only 
sixteen years of age, who has already 
reached a point of highly developed 
technica] efficiency in her chosen 
art. She is not a prod'gy—~such 
people rarely reach such maturity as 
she has—but rather she is a pupil, 
who has by assiduous and practical 
reached a pinnacle of, 
piano playing, 

In opening, with Beethoven's Son- 
ata Op. 13, more familiarly known as 
the Pathalique, she was apparently 
slightly nervous, a hindrance which 
she overcame with the 
tablle. The concluding 
the Allegro, was given 
fashion. 

To Liszt's Liebestraume No. 3 she 
brought not only a polished techni 
que, but a wealth of melody, well de- 
fined, and of infinite appeal. 

Moszkowski's delightful Serenata 
op. 15 No, 1 was given in graceful style 
while Macdowell's Witches dance was 
played with a brilliancy that left no 
room for criticism. 

The La Campanella of Paganini- 
Liszt was given with the erisp, clean 
cut technique it demands. 

Miss McVay's interpretation of 
Schubert's Fantasia Op. 15 left noth- 
ing to be desired. This is a part'cu- 
larly difficult composition, Leopold 
Godowsky ig quoted as saying that 
anyone who can play !t can play any- 
thing. Let it suffice to say Miss 
McVay played it. 

Of her playing as a whole, one can- 
not fail to be impressed with her 
crisp, clean cut technique and the de- 
lHicacy and beautiful tonal quality, In 
all her effeorts this last feature was a 
predom!nant one—one which is sadly 
neglected by a majority of planitsts, 
who are content to play the notes 
w'thout bothering to give the melody 
proper prominence.

Bakers’ Salesmen Get Increased 
Pay and Olosed Shop Under 


New Agreement 
Negotiations for agreements to 


cover threce different sections of the 
membership of the local unton of the 
Independent Brotherhood of Team- 
eters, Chauffeurs, Stablemen and 
helpers haye been {n progress of late, 
and in two cages, states W. G. Mur- 
ray. buginess agent of the union, ex- 
Cellent understandings have been ar- 
rived at wth the employers. 

The ‘bread ealesmen have secured 
a signed agreement with the Master 
Bakers’ assoc'ation, which also in- 
cludes a “closed shop" clause. The 
Coal WDeaters' association has con- 
eented to give an agreement to the 
9 heulers in Juty at the time when 
the dealers will enter into their new 
winter contracts. No deoigion has 
yet been arr ved at with the Edmon- 
ton Cartage and Warehousemen’s as- 
sociation, who have declined to come 
to any terms with the union. The 
officials of the union are very anxi- 
ous to prevent anything in the nature 
of @ atrike, and to that end govern- 
ment intervention wll be invoked if 
no arrangement can be arrived at 
with the employers’ association, 

Rate of Wages F 

In regard to the agreement secured 
by. the beakers’ salesmen, this covers 
the men going round with the delivery 
riga, The wages agreed to are $28 
per week, and for men without ex- 
perience $25 per week for the first 
four weeks. One boy is to be allowed 
for every seven salesmen, and he is 
not to be younger than 18 years of 
age or over 21, and he is also to be 
pald not less than $22 per week. 
Hours ere to be from 7.30 am. to 
6.30 at night, and for any delivery 
after six o'clock time and a half must 
be paid. Double time will be paid 
for Sunday work and work on all gen- 
eral hol'days. A weekly half-holiday 
is to be given, to run concurrently 
with the half-holiday chosen by the 
storekeepers, 

Stablemen in charge are to be paid 
$28 per week, and when required to 
reside {n the barn comfortable quar- 
ters are to be provided for them. 

After one year's employment all 
employees are to be ent tled to one 
week's holiday with full pay.

The new amendments to the 
Ontario liquor law prohibit sale 
and shipment within the province, 
but explicitly state that it is not 
forbidden to sell and ship to points 
outside the province. Ontario, 
that is to say, is entirely willing 
to make money by supplying ‘‘dis- 
tilled damnation’’ to residents of 
other provinces and countries, so 


There is only one precedent in 
the history of the city; the slaugh- 
ter which overtook the money by- 
laws submitted by an administra- 
tion of like character in the spring 
of 1914, If the course of civic poli- 
tics is being steered with a view 
.to duplicating the developments of 
that eventful year the taxpayers 
are apparently in much’the same 
frame of mind as to the necessity 
of protecting their pockets. 

The defeat of the bylaws cannot 
be attributed to the smallness of 
the vote. It is reasonable, and in 
conformity with the custom on 
such occasions, to suppose that all 
those who were seriously concern- 
ed in trying to get the bylaws 
‘*put over’ turned out to vote, and 
that of those who stayed at home 
the overwheming majority would 
have voted as did the majority of 
those who went to the polls. 

It certainly cannot be held that 
Edmonton taxpayers are ‘‘poor 
spenders.’’ Their record is all to 
the contrary. They have voted 
themselves into debt to the extent 
of thirty odd millions; a good 
many of the millions for little un- 
derstood purposes. They have only 
rejected money bylaws when they 
have not been shown that the ex- 


penditure was necessary or highly 
desirable, or when they suspected 
that the money would be wasted 
by an incompetent or untrust- 
worthy administration, The pres- 
ent declaration is no variation 
from that rule. | 

In regard to most of the bylaws 
the voters may have been simply 
unconvinced that the money was) 
needed. In regard to the telephone 
bylaw they were plainly unwilling | 
to trust 
spend the money asked for in a 
way to bring value. It is known 
that the system has about reached 
the limit of service, and that un. 
less extensions are provided for 
more ‘phones cannot be installed, 
When, knowing that, Edmonton 
taxpayers refuse to vote tae capi- 
tal asked for there is only one con- 
clusion to be drawn. They have 
taken the measure of the adminis- 
tration and decided that it ia not 
to be trusted,

away—through the channels of 
political extravagance. The tax- 
payers are ‘‘through” voting! 
money without knowing clearly 
what it is for, and without having 
confidence that it will be proper- 
ly expended. It may be possible! 
to convince them that most of the 
sums asked for are required; to 
make them believe that the mone 
would be spent by the present ad- 
ministration with a strict view to 
getting value for it is another mat- 
ter.

Ireland Goes Into Effect Amid 


Tumulutous Scenes In Dublin 


Great Crowds Assemble Outside Mount Joy’ Prison and 
Threatening Demonstrations Take Place—Business 


Is At Standstill in Dublin and Through West and 


South of Ireland.

Dublin, April 18—The general 
str.ke declared in Ircland in protest 
over the treatment of the political 


Prisoners who are on a hunger strike 
in Mount Joy prison here, went into 
effect today amid tumultuous scenes 
in the vicinity of the prison. 

The crowd, which had assembled 
outs.de the prison edifice, grew as 
the day wore on until {t comprised 
20,000 persons, among whom threat- 
ening demonstrations occurred. The 
authorities thought it necessary’ to 
augment the defences, and three 
tanks and several armored cars, with 
a large force of police and military, 
were stationed about the structure. 

It was announced the str.ke, which 
originally was intended as a one-day 
ceiebratton, would continue until the 
prisoners were released. 

All the shew, public houses and 
restaurants of Dublin are closed, and 
the hotel staffe quit. No tram cars or 
trains are running, except a few on 
the Great Northern ra.lway. The 
Punchestown races have been post- 
poned until tomorrow, 

Not in Effect in North 

The strike is not in effect In Bel- 
fast, and in the north of Ireland. 
In Dublin and throughout the west 
and south of Ireland, however, busi- 
ness {s at a standstill. 

The vast crowd outside the prison 
this afternoon was offering prayers 
for the hunger strikers. The lord 
mayor was officially informed at the 
prison that all the * prisoners were 
very weak and that anything might 
happen within twelve hours. ‘ 

The lord mayor and the high sheriff 
thereupon telegraphed the chief sec- 
retary for Ireland !n London, asking 
him to Intervene in the Interest of 
peace and humanity, stating that 
Dublin was in a fever of excitement, 
and adding:— 

Fear Dreadful Tra y 

“We fear thata dreadful 
is impending.”
